REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art, 
Yamamoto (Magnetic Properties of Ba-Zn-System W-Type Hexagonal Ferrite Magnets) fails to 
explicitly teach the composition formula as claimed. Even though Yamamoto teaches that the 
amount of BaO can be varied, there is no suggestion that varying the BaO concentration will 
increase the concentration of one of Fe and Zn and decrease the concentration of the other as 
required by the claim and argued by Applicant. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
